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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly - 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 3 5 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 11-12; claim 8, lines 12-13; and claim 
18, lines 15-16, the phrase "the stored tone -reproduction curve 
being capable of being mapped to more than one media type" is 
ambiguous as to whether the mapping of ' a single tone- 
reproduction curve to a particular set comprising more than one 
media type is a required element for a method (claim 1) or 
system (claims 8 & 18) to fall within the metes and bounds of 
the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21, insofar as they are understood, would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection (s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

The element (if the claim language rejected under 3 5 USC 
§112 is understood to require it, as per Examiner's inference of 
Applicant's intent) of a correspondence of a particular tone- 
reproduction curve to multiple media types (provided that the 
claim language as clarified rules out the trivial case of a 
tone-reproduction curve corresponding to all media types because 
no selection of the former based upon the latter is performed) 
is not taught or suggested by the art of record.
